ELEVATED TRAIN. TAKES FIRE. 


and Blaze Put Out by Engines in 
Sixty-third Street. 


A blazing, smoking car on the South Side 
Elevated road last night caused a panic 
among passengers and excitement among 
people in the street below. Defective in- 
sulation of wires caused fire to start just 
after the train had left Stony Island avenue 
station, at 7:50 o'clock.

The cause of track elevation in Chicago 
was advanced materially yesterday. Stock- | 
-holdérs of the Chicago and Alton railroad, 
in special session here, approved a mortgage 
| authorizing the issue of $40,000,000 of 3 per 
/ cent fifty year gold bonds, the proceeds of 
; the sale of $25,000,000 of these bonds to be 
devoted to “improvements, betterments, 
and extensions” of the road,, and for such 
other purposes as may be authorized by 
law. The stockholders left it to the directors 
to work out the details of track elevation, 
but in affording them the means to proceed 
with the great improvement gave evidence 
of a willingness to join in the general move- 
ment toward abolishment of grade cross- 
The directors will call 25 per cent, of these 
bonds—namely: $10,000,000—to be paid for on 
Oct. 10. It is understood that work on ele- 
vating the tracks will be commenced as soon 
as an understanding is reached between the 
company and the city authorities. 


Felton Is President. — 
This authorization of a bond issue, to- 
gether with the selection of a new Presi-

E. H. Harriman, who has been President of 
the railway company since it became the 
property of the syndicate, of which he is the

“Furthermore, this campaign was con- 
ducted during the sickliest season of the 
year in Cuba, and it is the only expedition 
that ever has gone from a temperate zone 
to any of the islands of the Caribbean Sea 
that has not met with absolute disaster, with 
the single exception of that of the English 
in 1762, who succeeded in capturing the City 
of Havana, but with the loss of nearly their 
entire army. Of the army which left the 
colonies of New York, Connecticut, and 
Rhode Island to assist the British in this 
expedition fully nine-tenths perished. Of 
the 1,400 men who left the colony of New 
York but forty-five returned alive.

Post, of which Albert J. Barr, a director of 


Chicago date today. published a letter re- 
ceived by Melville EB. Stone, Geheral Man- 
ager of the Associated Press, from Robert 
M. Collins, correspondent at Manila, to 
whom Mr. Stone cabled for a full history of 
the censorship which called forth the round- 
robin printed last July. 

Under date of July 30, Mr. Collins wrote a 
long account of the situation of affairs there 
‘and of the dealing of General Otis with the 
correspondents. Mr. Collins gives detaile 
showing that it was General Otis’ policy to 
suppress all disagreeable facts and: to pre- 
vent the truth from being transmitted. Mr. 
Collins writes: 

“For a long time we submitted to the 
censorship because of appeals to our patriot- 
ism. But when General Otis came down in 
the frank admission that it wasn't intended 
so much to prevent the newspapers from 
giving information and assistance to the 
enemy, but to keep the knowledge of con- 
ditioms here from the public at home, and | 
when the censor had repeatedly told us in 
ruling out plain statements of undisputed 
facts, ‘My instructions are to let nothing 
go that can hurt the administration,’ we 
concluded that protest was justifiable.” 

Mr. Collins gives this detailed report of 
conferences with General Otis: “One of 
the complaints made by the correspondents 
was that they were compelled to change 
their accounts of the taking of Iloilo to make 
it appear that the army had done the work 
with immaterial assistance from the war- 
ships and that only a few houses were 
burned. The unquestioned facts told in the 
original stories were that the soldiers did 
not land until three hours after the marines 
had raised the flag and chased the insur- 
gents out. | 

“General Otis that the navy 
was so anxious for glory that it disobeyed 
instructions by landing before the proper 
time, etc. 

“ I reminded him that two stories by Dun- 
ning describing the work of the navy in 
patrolling the coasts and taking prizes were 

‘killed’ without reason, and the others 
agreed that the entire attitude of the censor- 
ship toward the navy had been one of preju- 
} dice and discrimination. There seemed to 
be a childish fear that the navy would get 
some advertising. The censor and Otis him- 
self always made us refer to the gunboats 
operated by Captain Grant as ‘army gun- 
boats’ in their eagerness to keep the navy 
from getting any credit not its due.”’

I was in 
New York and became a member of a Syrian 
society there that is plotting with some na- 
tive Assyrians to throw off the rule of the 
Sultan and establish a republic. 

“There are about 1,000 members of the 
society in New York. After a while they 
suspected me, and I was not allowed to at- 
tend their meetings. Then I came on here 
to Cincinnati. These New York plotters are 
corresponding with leaders, and have be- 
tween 2,000 and 3,000 at their home ready to 
start a revolution against the Sultan. They 
are raising money to buy orm and ammu-

He thoroughly disapproves of the ag- 
gressive policy of Great Britain towards the 
Transvaal, holding that the \atter’s rights 
have been ignored, and that all probabilities 
of a modus vivendi between the two powers 
—that is to say, England and the Boer Re- 
public—have been frustrated for purely pe- 
cunlary reasons by that unsavory yet pop- 
ular ring of which Cecil Rhodes is the head. 
Sir William, while acting as Gen- 
eral of south Africa during 
England of Sir Alfred Milner, wrote in chia 
sense to the home authorities. But so high 
is the opinion held at the War départment 
‘regarding his military. capacity, and so com- 
ete was the confidence of the Cabinet in 
loyalty and strict obedience, that in spite 
of his political opinions he would have been 
left in supreme military command in south 
Africa had he not himself insisted on resign- 


The pecuniary sacrifice which he thus 
makes on account of his conscience is a 
great one, for whereas the command at'the 
Cape of Good Hope is worth $15,000 a year, 
together with large allowances and merely 
nominal expenses, the southwestern com- 
mand in England, té which he has just been 
appointed, only carries with it a pay of some.

Sir William Butler i is not the first Eng- 
lish officer to surrender an important office 
or a lucrative command on account of pure- 
ly conscientious scruples. ‘Thus in 1882 Gen- 
eral *‘ China " Gordon, the hero of Khartum, 
who had been intrusted with the command 
of the military operations against the 
Basutos in south Africa, became convinced 
that a satisfactory arrangement could be 
made with the Basutu nation without blood- 
shed, and when the British government de- 
clined to comply with his suggestion in the 
matter he declared that sooner than under- 
take the direction of an unnecessary, and, 
therefore, barbarous and cruel war, he would 
resign his command. Again, when he went 
out to India as military secretary to the 
Marquis of Ripon on the latter's appoint- 
ment as Viceroy of India, he summarily re- 
- signed his appointment, worth some $10,000 
a year, within twenty-four hours after 
landitig at Bombay, sooner than write a 
letter which Lord Ripoh had instructed him 
to indite, and which was to the effect that 
the Viceroy had read “ with considerable 
interest’ a dfeary pamphiet written by a 
4 native dignitary, and which General Gordon 
well knew that Lord Ripon had never even 
glanced at.
